A JUDGE'S lli''^"(>NSIHiI,lTY. 

In .•iiiotlioi- cohiiiiii Avo give placo to :\ 
coiiiiiiiniiciition from M;. Tlioo. Davio, 
(,),(!., ri'lali\«; tcj our proiiosition lo mal<o 
iii(li,'o.s liablo for cost.s in cases whore on 
appoal llii'ir jiidi^iiu'iits have been sot 
aside. Wo liid not proimsu to make the 
rule invariable; but applied it to a case 
like the John case. Some such rule 
ought as a measure of protection lo the 
public to be adopted. No sane man will 
claim that the administration of justice in 
human hand.s is infallible, and as the 
greatest of judstea are liablo to err, so 
courts of app'.'al are necessary for the at- 
taiiimont of justice. In ordinary cases no 
relleclion on ilu^ .Iiub.,'e is carried by tbo 
reversal of a juilyniout, and if in.iury re- 
Multa to Ibe individual litigants have to 
)ml, ui> witli it. The Jiidgo is presumed 
to have acted to llie best of his judgment 
Slid ia Jio more responsible for his mistake 
than any other man. But what has Mr. 
Davie to say of the case to which we re- 
ferred particularly ? la ho. quite sure that 
some redress should not. be provided for 
the unfortunate man who was wrongfully 
convicted and wrongfully sentenced to 
two years imprisonment l)eca'use the ,ludge 
refused to act 'uiion the very ijrinciple 
which actuates the creation of courts of 
appeal— the possibility of judgments being 
at.x»»<u>iis_.and denied him the right 
of appeal by refiising to reserve the ponit 
which Mr. Davie took at the trial and 
which the highest court in the land has 
now decided to have been well taken I 
Had it not been for the accident of an- 
other iKiint of law, which without tho 
leave of tlie Chief .histice the prisoner 
was at liberty to take, the scutenco could 
not have been sot aside and Mr. .lohn 
must have served out his illegal sentence. 
If Mr. Davie is still preijared to say that, 
all the circumstances considered, our re- 
inark.i were "childish," we do not think 
that any person outside of the legal pro- 
fession — especially those who have had the 
misfortune to ^o to law in this . province 
— will aeree with Iiiin. If some such rule 
as we have rei.-ommended were adopted, 
there would be fewer cases carried to ap- 
peal and fewer cases of miscarriage of 
justici! to record.

In an interesting liistorieal sketch 
the Cluirch Conference recently held 
London, the London Times points out that 
the practical impulse which gave rise to 
the first Conference in 1887 came, in the 
fust instance, not from England but from 
Canada. The idea had been frequently 
mooted at home and abroad, but it tirst 
took concrete shape as a conse<|uouco of 
what wiia known as the "Colenso contro- 
versy." At the Provincial Synod of the 
Canadian Church, held on September 
liOtli, 18110, it was unaniiiioiisiy agreed, 
upon the uKitiiui of the I'.islmp of On- 
liirio, lo urge upon the Arclibishoii of 
Canterbury and tbo Convocation of his 
Province tliat means should be adopted 
"by which the members of the' Anglican 
Coumiunion in nil quartei-s of tih^ world 
should have a share in the dtjlib^frationa 
for her welfare, and be^ pjeV"iitted 
to have a representation in one Qenvial 
Council of hor membera gathered 
from every land." Tliis appeal from 
Canada was prompted by the ciuulition of 
allairs in South Africa, where a sentence 
of depositiiiii had already been pro- 
nounced (Ui Bishoji Ciilenso liy the Mi t- 
ropolitan and Bisliopa of the South Af- 
rican Church. Tho Conference met on 
September 24th, 18(>7, under- the presi- 
dency of Archbishop Longley. After 
sketching the occurrences of that Confer- 
ence, the Times furnishes a history of the 
second Conference, which met eleven 
years later, pointing out that the first of- 
ficial action towards its assembling was 
taken by the Canadian Church in 1872. 
Over it .Arcbbisliop Tait presided. In 
1807, 1-14 invitations were issued —that 
beiiiL; I lie iiuHil)er of hislinps at that time 
untitled to invitation — and 70 bishops at- 
tended. In 1878 the number of invita- 
tions had risen to 173,' an^ the' number of 
bishops- attending to 100. In the recent 
Conference 209 invitations were issued, 
and the number of biahopa in attendance 
was 140.

An otlioer connected with the Board of 
Public Charities at Paris recently Iriec 
practical experiment with the view of 
learning how many of the applicants for 
relief would be willing to gu to work if 
they had the oppipiiunity otl'eied them 
lie arranged with several inaniilacturim 
concerns. to give employment for three 
days at four francs a day to as many jieo- 
ple as iiei should' send them with a letter, 
An account was kept of the applicants and 
the results. In eight numths 727 letters 
were ottered to beggars, 415 of thorn were 
refused point blank, l.'iS wore taken, but 
not delivered, and of the 174 persons wlio 
accepteil and delivered tho letters, only LS 
stayed out the tlireu days. In one respeet 
the experiniont was a pronounced success. 
It proved that the one thing that beggars 
don't want most is work.

Keefer, ])ieaident of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, in his annual 
address before that body. lie stated tb:il 
(Ui a section of the Western division, 
where the line cftissos a muskeg, the road- 
bed yielded about six inches to every 
passing train. With a c(uisolid,itioii 
engine hauling thirty-five cars the trac k 
crept twenty-six inches in the direction 
in which the train was moving. The rails 
creep for about three-quarters of a mile 
east and about half a mile west of a small 
bridge at the foot of a grade in both 
directioiiH. They creep wit h every train, 
and in warm weather will often run twelve 
inches under an ordinary train.

THE SKBENA TROUBLE, 

Gabriel Bumont's Oiiiuioii of the Campalga— 
Thinks Jt Will be Dllllfult anil 
Unntccrous. 

JIo.vniEAi., .liily 18. — When -labriel 
Duiiiont lirst canio to Montreal, after his 
return' from exile in the United States, 
Ilia iidviMit w7i8 regarded with rejoicing by 
a [lortioii of the French-Canadian people. 
His iireseiieij in Montreal was a nine days' 
wonder, but tho novelty aoon wore oil", 
and Duiuoiit fell as flat as a p.incake. In 
fact little wiiuld bo known of him if it 
were not for certain remarkable atate- 
uieilta that he gives uUcrance to from 
tiiiio to time. His latest ell'urta in this 
lino iiro auiiiowlm.t peculiar, not to aay 
audacious. A local newspaper man, it 
apjiears, has intorviowcd the Metis loader 
on the Indian risuig in British Oolumbia, 
anil lun e is what Dumont is reported to 
have.said: - 

"Yes; I know British Coluuibia well, 
as 1 liavi^ been up there often. And 1 
know that it is is. very bad c.aintry for 
white men to undertake a military cam- 
paign ill. The country is tilled with 
mountains, and on the rivers the falls are 
as high as that (pointing to a four-storoy 
building). The trouble seems to have 
broken out among the Ivat -iiiacool and 
.Metlakahtl.i tribe of Indiana. Though 
they are not closely united wit li our own 
Indians in the NorlhwesI, they are 
iiieiidly. From whiit I can learn, they 
tried lu arrest some Indians after oiio of 
theiu had 'been killed, ami i his made them 
mad. ft is the old qtoiy ; for you know 
among us Iho Indians' by woiil is, 'You 
touch one y.. II Imicliall.' .Ul that I can 
s.'iy is that tlie goveriimoiil. had better be 
(•areful with these Indians, a.'4 they are 
daiigeripus. It is better to try and d(p 
what is right with thom than to shoot 
thoiii down. It ia bettor to treat them 
kindly, because if a genuine Indian up- 
rising takes pl.ief the government will 
not have to face a few hundred men like 
last eamipaispii, but fr.iiii :iU,()0lJ lo 4(),U(J0 
ipf them. Cipiip-eiiiing my own people, I 
havo had sppim! news. I ri'ceive letters 
every few days friuii llatoche ;uid other 
places in the Saskatchewan country. It 
is not true that they are arining to tight 
I'anaila over again; but 1 can say that they 
are far from being satisfied. They feel 
tli.it t hey have not been treated right by 
the govei-imieiit, and this is true for .-ill 
lliose who tipok jiarl in the rebellion and 
for many (ptiiers. Those who 
l(pok arms to defiml their rights 
have receiveil iii>lhiiig tli. ugh Ihey 
hist all. 'riiose who did n.'lliiiig and 
liPiikedon wtu-e rewarded by the Govern- 
ment. This gives great disal isfaction. I 
do not .say that I here will not be any 

li-p.nbli', but 1 I w thai «e want lo get 

rul .p| all tl..' I ii ,iUp.^eiiii'U u ho are otlicials 
of the tiuvei uoieiil m the North- Weat. 
They are robbing the Metis, and the 
Metis have decided to stand up for fair 
play and if this ii^, rufuaed them, well 
soinetliing may happen. If they ever 
tight they will get what tliey are aaking 
fcpr. There won't be .'il)0 then facing 3,- 
OIX), but many more. Ye.s, wo were only 
."iOO ill t he last caiiiiiaign, and we kejit it 
up fipr three months. Lots of them are 
sorry that they diil not join them. In 
all, wo lost ;i(i. " 

Such language from a rebel against the 
laws of tho count ry, who is at pi'eaent in 
Canada on aiiflrage, is r.iilier remarkable; 
but fortunately w.vy little attention ia 
paid to it, and it is regarded to a great 
extent as a personal advertisement.
